REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Campton  : 

I  herewith  submit  the  first  report  of  a  superintendent  of 
schools  for  your  town.  The  statistical  data  is  for  the  school 
years,  the  last  ending  in  June,  1909. 

During  the  two  years  in  which  I  have  served  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  this  district,  m}'  efforts  have  been  con- 
fined almost  wholly  to  the  conditions  of  classroom  studies  and 
management,  and  I  can  show  that  the  Campton  schools  are 
now  working  on  a  nearly  uniform  graded  basis,  following  a 
plan,  or  course  of  study,  designed  to  give  a  maximum  degree 
of  efficiency  in  the  common  school  branches  in  the  time  spent 
by  the  average  pupil  in  school.  A  most  desirable  condition 
cannot  be  expected  in  so  short  a  time  and  there  is  much  to  be 
done.  Brains  cannot  be  shifted  around  at  will  to  conform  to 
any  desired  system.  The  system  must  be  secondary  and  a 
means  to  an  end,  not  the  end  itself.  All  the  schools  are 
working  on  an  eight  grade  basis,  but  this  is  unwise  for  schools 
where  there  are  more  than  three  or  four  grades  for  a  teacher. 
In  the  spring  or  fall,  I  expect  to  start  all  such  schools  on  a 
four  grade  basis.  This  will  provide  for  a  lessening  of  the 
number  of  recitations  per  day  thereby  giving  more  time  for 
each  recitation  and  giving  greater  opportunities  for  pupils  over 
age  14  attending  only  a  part  of  the  year.  Promotions  will  be 
only  after  examination  by  superintendent  or  board  and  may  be 
at  any  time  during  the  year  when  the  class  is  ready. 

SCHOOL  ROOM  WORK. 

Regarding  the  studies,  nothing  experimental  has  been 
attempted.  We  leave  that  for  larger  places  and  older  men  in 
supervision.  Every  general  idea  I  have  caused  to  be  used  in 
the  school  room  has  been  tried  and  proved  good  for  fifteen 
years  in  some  of  the  best  schools  in  the  country.  We  do  not 
aim  to  make  phenomenal    scholor.3  out   of    the    pupils,    but  do 
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aim  to  give  them  as  solid  a  foundation  as  possible  in  the 
school  subjects  that  have  been  in  the  school  room  for  genera- 
tions, with  the  addition  of  subjects  demanded  by  the  times  and 
the  knowledge  of  which  will  certainly  not  be  a  detriment  to  the 
children.  It  has  been  rather  difficult  to  get  the  pupils  out  of 
the  idea  that  progress  is  not  measured  by  pages  in  text  books, 
but  by  what  they  can  actually  do.  Consequently,  much  work 
outside  of  texts  has  been  done.  Many  studies  which  are  un- 
doubtedly of  great  value  must  necessarily  be  omitted.  I  refer 
to  vocational  lines,  which  at  this  time  are  largely  in  the  ex- 
perimental stage.  The  schools  are  not  primarily  for  the  indi- 
vidual but  for  the  community  and  society.  If  curricula  were 
arranged  to  conform  to  the  ideas  of  every  parent,  we  should 
require  nearly  as  many  teachers  as  pupils.  It  is  the  task  of 
superintendent  and  board  to  keep  such  branches  of  study  pro- 
gressing in  the  schools  as  conditions  will  permit  and  such  as 
will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  public. 

The  appropriations  for  text-books  and  supplies  has  been 
largely  expended  for  replacing  worn  out  books  and  supplying 
more  reading  material.  Where  each  grade  has  had  only  one 
reader,  we  now  have  about  three.  This  has  a  tendency  to 
broaden  the  interests  in  reading  good  literature  by  having 
more  of  it  in  the  school.  In  the  upper  grades,  the  readers 
have  been  supplemented  with  complete  stories  from  some  of 
the  best  authors.  Geography  has  been  extended  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  more  complete  text,  and  Language  and  Grammar 
should  be  improved  by  the  substitution  of  new  texts  which 
should  be  more  accurate  than  the  one  in  use.  Spelling  has 
received  much  attention,  and  several  tests  in  nearly  all  sub- 
jects have  been  given  and  the  results  from  different  schools, 
being  arranged  according  to  standing,  have  been  sent  to  the 
teachers.  The  work  of  all  schools  is  inspected  both  during 
visits  and  by  reports,  and  the  general  record  of  each  pupil  is 
kept  on  file. 

Owing  to  the  inconvenience  on  account  of  distance  and 
transportation  facilities,  teachers'  meetings  have  been  inex- 
pedient. Such  work  as  would  be  done  at  such  meetings  has 
been  accomplished  by  individual  conferences  and  letters. 
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EQUIPMENT. 

Many  improvements  in  equipment  have  been  made,  and 
many  more  are  urgently  needed.  It  is  a  matter  that  is  ever 
in  sight  and  never  completed.  Adjustable  furniture  has  been 
placed  in  the  building  at  the  Bog,  Blairs,  and  West  Campton 
to  replace  the  uncomfortable  seats  in  use  in  those  buildings 
for  years.  At  East  Campton  and  Lower  Village  the  seats 
were  all  taken  up  and  replaced  as  they  should  be.  Slate 
black-boards  have  been  partly  provided  for  the  Center,  Pulsi- 
fer  Hill,  East  Campton,  Bog,  West  Hill  and  Lower  Village. 
All  buildings  should  be  thus  equipped  as  fast  as  possible  with 
such  permanent  improvements.  I  strongly  recommend  that 
many  of  the  rooms  be  painted  and  freshened  ;  the  out  houses- 
many  of  them  in  fearful  shape  —  be  cleaned,  repaired,  painted 
and  provided  with  locks  ;  grounds  graded  and  adorned  ;  new 
floor  at  Blairs  ;  one  building  painted  each  year  ;  maps  and 
reference  books  provided  ;  pictures  for  the  desolate  walls  ; 
special  stoves  for  heating  and  ventilation  ;  provision  for  medi- 
cal inspection  and  .-ix  year  limit  for  admission.  (The  average 
for  the  state  is  six  years  four  months.)  New  seats  for  the 
Village  Grammar  school  are  imperative  to  replace  the  unhy- 
gienic seats  large  enough  to  accommodate  men  weighing  225 
pounds.  The  pupils  have  very  generously  provided  a  new 
desk  and  chair  for  teachers  at  this  school.  A  matter  that 
must  soon  receive  your  attention  is  a  modern  building  at  the 
Village  to  accommodate  both  schools.  I  hope  to  see  some 
schools  consolidated  at  the  Center,  Blairs  and  West  Campton. 

All  these  improvements  are  not  to  be  expected  in  one 
year.  The  usual  appropriation  of  $125.00  to  $150.00  for  re- 
pairs for  a  few  years,  with  special  appropriations  for  such 
large  items  as  furniture,  would  soon  bring  about  the  desired 
results.     At  least  $150.00  is  needed  at  once. 

Owing  to  the  tendency  of  teachers  to  secure  positions 
nearer  the  centers  of  population,  we  must  make  our  equipment 
and  system  attractive  in  order  to  secure  and  keep  the  most 
desirable  teachers  and  to  compete  with  other  communities. 
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FINANCIAL. 

A  glance  at  the  financial  reports  shows  how  the  school 
money  is  used.  Table  C  shows  the  cost  per  pupil  last  year 
increased  over  that  of  1908.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
money  from  the  state  was  50  per  cent,  more  in  1909  than  in 
1908,  and  it  was  all  used  to  lengthen  the  school  year,  and  pay 
the  teachers  more,  as  indicated.  A  comparison  with  the  aver- 
age of  the  state  in  both  cases  shows  we  are  below  the  average. 
This  year  the  state  allowance  is  larger  than  before  but  nearly 
the  same  per  capita  expense  is  to  be  expected  owing  to  like 
conditions  in  other  towns  of  our  class.  After  next  year  the 
schools  must  keep  at  least  thirty  weeks  to  get  any  financial 
aid  from  the  state,  and,  to  do  the  best  work,  we  should  plan 
for  thirty -three. 

ATTENDANCE. 

One  great  service  parents  can  perform  for  the  school  is  to 
keep  children  regularly  in  school.  A  glance  at  the  new  laws 
enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Court  will  show  that 
every  day  a  pupil  is  out  of  school  means  a  direct  financial  loss 
to  the  town,  to  sa}T  nothing  of  the  loss  to  the  pupil,  and  a  con- 
sequent tendency  to  delay  the  class  while  he  is  getting  the 
benefit  of  a  delayed  explanation.  The  more  we  get  from  the 
state  in  this  way,  the  less  the  town  must  provide  for  certain 
school  necessities.  Table  B  shows  how  we  compare  with  the 
state  average.  We  should  be  up  to  95  per  cent.  Table  A 
shows  a  large  increase  in  tardiness  owing  to  the  fact  that 
teachers  had  been  accustomed  to  allow  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
after  opening  time  before  marking  pupils  late.  Pupils  are  late 
when  not  present  when  school  begins  at  9  o'clock  and  1 
o'clock.  An  improvement  in  these  matters  is  almost  impossi- 
ble without  the  co-operation  of  parents. 

As  a  closing  thought  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
interest  of  parents  as  indicated  by  Table  A,  which  shows  347 
visitors  registered,  but,  of  this  number  only  33  were  parents 
or  guardians.  We  invite  you  to  aid  us  and  encourage  the 
pupils  by  your  visits. 

A  school  board  or  superintendent    can    do    little    without 
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conscientious  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers,  and  we  feel  that 
the  teachers  of  Campton  have  been  faithful  in  the  perform- 
of  their  part  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to    express   my    apsreciation   of  the 
co-operation  with  me  of  the  school  committee  and  teachers.
